This was a three-story grey-stuccoed brick building, 
approximately 40 x 13 x 11 m, with a flat sheet-metal roof. This was the 
most important building in the installation; it housed the commandant's

2. Officers' Quarters and Messhall? The entire building was of grey-stuccoed 
brick and had a flat sheet-metal roof. 

Wing A was a four- story building, approximately 40 x 13 x 15, and was 
used as off icers' quarters. The basement was used for storage; in one part

Wing B used as a messhall, was appz*oximately 8 m high; other dimensions 
are shown on the sketch. The messhall was used by both officers and enlisted 
men and also served as an auditorium. 


3. Storage and Maintenance Buildings This was a one-story grey-stuccoed 
brick building, approximately l8 x 6 x 5 ro with a flat sheet-metal roof. 
Tires and vehicle parts were stored in the northwest part; the maintenance 
shop was in the southeast part. 


4. Dispatcher's Buildings This was a one-story grey-stuccoed brick building, 

approximately 11 x 5 x 5 ni, with a flat sheet-metal roof. It may also have 

served as a gasolin e d ispensing point
